LONDON (CP)—‘“Kilroy was 
here”—and_ . so-» were 
bombers the night of Dec. 29, 
1940, smashing the life out of 
historie St. Giles, Cripplegate. 

The walls of the fine Norman 
chureh, built around 1090, A.D., 
where Oliver Cromwell was 
married and John Milton was 
buried,’ now stand as a monu- 
ment to the destruction of total 
war; and its grey stones bear 
countless chalk-scribbled vulgar- 
ities of revellers who have since 
passed by. 

Twenty of the City of Lon- 
don’s 47 parish churches were 
“seriously damaged by enemy 
action” in the recent war. Of 
these, St. Giles presents perhaps 
the greatest scene of desolation.

Wages in New Zealand today | 
are much lower than in North | 


America, but so are the prices | 
of many commodities. New -Zea.- | 
land had a high wage level be- 
fore the war, but the rise has 
not been as great as in very 
many countries’ since. This has 
been counter-balanced by checks 
on price rises, 

The policy of keeping both 
wages and prices in check is 
defended by W. Nash, minister | 
of finance, in a pamphlet on 
New Zealand's action in bring- 
ing her currency to parity with 
sterling.

All Of Canada To Be Mapped 
phers 


By R.C.A.F. Photogra 


OTTAWA (CP)—The R.C.A.F 
has gone all out to map Canada 
—for peacetime as well as war 


purposes, 

This year, tackling in dead 
earnest a survey job for which 
there is no parallel in the world, 
planes of the service’s two air 
photo squadrons snapped 911,936 
Square miles of territory, much 
of which was previously un 
charted. 

Some idea of the immensity 
of the task can be obtained from 
the knowledge that the estimated 
land area of Canada is roughly 
3,500,000 square miles. 


FIGURE DOUBLED 


The 911,936 square 
photographed this year as 
more than double the 400,000 
covered in 1947, which itself was 
a record year. It was nearly half 
as much again as all air 
photography done from the time 
the work began in 1921 the 
end of 1947. 

Factors mainly responsible for 
the increase were: good weather 
this summer; establishment « 
signals system by which contact 
can be made with aircraft in the 
field even in far northern areas; 
improved supply lines to units in 
the field; setting up of a choice 
of areas to be photographed, so 
a unit can work on one area 
while another is closed in by bad 
weather; the “tri-camerk” sys- 
tem, by which larger areas may 
be shot with a good degree of 
accuracy; use of long-range Lan- 
easter aircraft in the tri-camera 
work; and full use of all avail 
able “photo” weather.

‘Navy Confirms Yarn 
U.S. Subs ‘Defeat’ 
Canadian Warships 


OTTAWA (CP)—The navy 
confirmed Thursday night that a 
squadron of eight United States 
submarines licked four Canadian 
naval surface craft which were 
aided by aircraft in two-day exer- 
cises off Halifax last week. 

But it contended that the subs 
had done just as well against 
U.S. surface ships in similar 
mock battles off Newfoundland 
earlier this month, 

A statement said the Halifax 
manoeuvres “demonstrated that 
the technical advantage” lay 
with the submarines, which were 
described as modern type. It 
added: 

“The exact results were not 
made known, but it was stated 
the submarines scored successes 
comparable to their relative 
advantage in numbers. 

The statement was spurred by 
Halifax reports that Canada’s 
North Atlantic Squadron was 
“sunk or disabled” before mak- 
ing contact with the subs in exer- 
cizes designed to give the 
Dominion’s anti-sub and subless 
navy experience in undersea 
warfare. 

Canadian ships 
were the aircraft carrier Mag- 
nificent, the destroyers Nootka 
and Haida, and the frigate Swan- 
sea. Three Lancaster bombers 
from the R.C.A.F, base at Green- 
wood, N.S., and a squadron of 
Firefly aircraft from the R.C.N, 
air station at Dartmouth, N.S. 
also took part, carrying out 
searches and strikes. 

The Magnificent was without 
the two squadrons of aircraft 
which serve as her striking 
power, these being temporarily 
shore-based at Dartmouth for 
training purposes

The Greater Victoria Juvenile 
Detention Home, Coldharbour 
Road, where minors are housed 
while their cases are before the 
juvenile courts, is proving to be 
a@ great success, Col. W. S. Ding- 
ley, O.B.E., superintendent of the 
home, told members of the Op- 
timist Club at a meeting Thurs- 
day afternoon. 

Opened 18 months ago, «he 
home has’ played a definite role 
in putting on the right path boys 
who have wandered from the 
straight and narrow. 

Of the 120 boys who have been 
housed at the home so far, only 
| two have been returned as re- 
peaters after the first time. 

“The boys we get are not really 
bad,” Col. Dingley said. “You can

it the right way. We try to make 
them. realize they have been on
